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DETAILED ACTION 
Remark 

1. Claims 2 and 5 were cancelled. Pending claims are claims 1, 3-4, and 6. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3-4, and 6 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior arts of record issued to Lee and Biasing fail to either alone or combine 
to teach or suggest a local multipoint distribution system comprising an antenna for transmitting 
a reused frequency within a specified range from the antenna, wherein the antenna having 
multiple radiating antenna elements provided with the signal, and the signal provided to each of 
the antenna elements being adjusted in phase and amplitude across the radiating elements to 
mitigate radiation above horizon, to decrease attenuation in radiated power with distance from 
the antenna and to mitigate nulls between lobes of combined signals collectively from antenna 
elements as cited in claims 1 and 4. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
